Any Telegraph Company Can Maintain 


Lines Along a Postal Route.

WASHINGTON, D. C, Nov. IS.—The 


United States supreme court today ren- 
dered a decision that the contract be- 
tween the Union Pacific railroad and the 
Western Union Telegraph company by 
which the latter was given the sole right 
to maintain its telegraph lines on the 
right of way of the railroad company is 
null and void and cannot be enforced. 
Any telegraph company has a right to 
place its poles on any postal routes of the 
United States, provided it does not inter- 
fere with the railroad company in the 
operation of its line. The Union Pacific 
under the terms of the decision must 
undertake the management of its own. 
telegraph line along the route of its rail- 
road.

A well informed member of the club said 
today: "It is doubtful if anything of im- 
portance beyond the appointment of a 
committee to consider the charges will be 
done at tonight's meeting. The matter of 
expulsion will not be dealt with." 


HOUSE SMITHS STRIKE. 


If Necessary Almost One Hundred Thous- 


and Men will be Called Out.

NEW YOKK, Nov. 18.—A strike began 


today by 1000 house smiths leaving work 
on six jobs controlled by Milliken Bros., 
manufacturers of iron for use in buildings, 
and on twelve jobs controlled by J. M. 
Cornell, president of the Iron league 
The board of walking delegates of the 
building trades, which control 60,000 
workmen, will assist the house smiths in 
bringing the strike to a successful issue, 
They will order sympathetic strikes if 
necessary in all big buildings in the city 
where iron work is being put in. 
The 


scale of wages demanded rai>s from $2.25 
to $3.50 per day of eight hours. 


SENTENCE SUSTAINED. 


The American Railway Union Officers 


Must Serve Their Sentence.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18— The con- 


viction of W. H. Clune and other local of- 
ficers of the American Railway union for 
conspiracy to obstruct the passage of the 
mails on the Southern Pacific railway in 
California during the railroad strike in 
1S94, was affirmed in the United States 
supreme court today. The sentence im- 
posed upon prisoners was eighteen months 
imprisonment.

YIELDS TO PUBLIC PRESSURE TODAY. 


Gives His Consent Only /UUr 
Every 


Influence 
Had Been Brought 


to Bear Upon Him. 


The North Adam* pobfic today may be 


assured of the correctness of the news 
that A.C.Houghton will allow bis name ti> 
be used in connection with the office of 
mayor. Not till this forenoon did Mr. 
Hougbton give his reluctant consent to 
allow his friends and the whole public of 
North Adams to use his name in connec- 
tion with the first mayorship. 


Since Mr. Houghton's arrival in town 


late Saturday night he has been literally 
besieged to say that he would consent to 
be the first mayor. The business men of 
North Adams had but one voice which 
they brought emphatically to his ear. His 
personal friends would not take "no" for 
an answer, though ft was often given. A 
movement was even started to get up a 
general petition of all classes asking him 
to stand for the office. 


Such pressure was brought to bear that 


Mr. Houghton, in spite of business cares 
that he feels already over tax him, has 
made it public that he will be North Ad- 
ams' first mayor, if the people so desire. 


Among others who have urged Mr. 


Houghton's candidacy is a citizen's com- 
mittee, to which Mr. Hougbton made his 
formal answer that he would be a candi- 
date, and whose communication to the 
public we herewith print. 


The outcome of Mr. Houghton's decis- 


ion was a surprise to his closest friends, 
but an agreeable one. A much vexed 
question seems to be now set at reat with 
good feeling and general unanimity. 


To (be Vulcro of North Allaiim. 


The near approach of the party caucuses 


and absence of any public movement for 
putting candidates in the field for our new 
city government has led a number of in- 
dependent non-office holding citizens 
irrespective of party to take the initiative 
in presenting a candidate for mayor. The 
prominent part taken by Messrs Braccwell 
and Hougbton in securing our city charter 
added to their peculiar fitness for or- 
ganizing the new city government gave 
their names greatest prominence, but 
owing to their large business interests 
and the fact that neither of them had en- 
tered the field as a candidate it was as- 
sumed that neither of them would be will- 
ing to accept the nomination and accord- 
ingly the committee was appointed to as- 
certain if Mr. W. G. Cady would allow his 
name to be offered as a candidate for 
mayor. 


He very magnanimously replied that the 


honor belonged either-to Mr. Bracewell 
or Mr. Houghton and "tit hn should bs 
glad to support either of those gentlemen 
for that position, and hence would not 
consent to the use of his name until they 
had refused the committee the use of 
theirs. Mr. Bracewell and Mr. Houghton 
were, 
therefore, - personally waited 


upon 
by 
the 
committee. 
Mr. 


Bracewell stated that 
business en- 


gagements render it absolutely impossible 
for him to allow his name to be presented. 
Immediately on Mr. Houghton's return to 
town he was also seen and after consider- 
able hesitation and with evident reluct- 
ance consented to the use of his name. 


The committee, therefore, take great 


pleasure in announcing the candidacy of 
Mr. A, C. Houghton fpr our first mayor 
and we commend him to your support 
confident of year hearty and united en- 
dorsement.

A Farmer's Advlcs. 


There are some interesting cases among 


those who apply at the lodging house for 
meals and lodging, and most infrequently 
there are incidents that are very amusing 
to Superintendent Allen, whose long ex. 
perience in this sort of work enables him 
to read human nature pretty accurately. 
He has to be on his guard continually to 
avoid being imposed upon by dead beats 
who are not willing to render the bnmll 
amount of labor or money required to pay 
for the comfortable accommodations the 
lodging house affords, and borne ot his 
stories about these lellows and their 
methods are very amusing. 


Last Friday was a stormy day and 


among the callers were two boys ear.h 
about sixteen years old. Mr. Allen found 
them in the si.ting room by the fire and 
making themselves at home.bnt there was 
somethingabout them that led him tothink 
they belonged in town and merely wanted 
to avail themselves of the lodging house 
for a loafing place. He asked one of them 
where he came from and the fellow said 
Schenectudy, N. Y. When asked whore 
he was going the boy replied tnat he w«s 
looking for work iu a shoe factory. Mr. 
Allen then stepped to the telephone and, 
without ringing anybody up, pretended 
to be talking with some one. He then 
told the boy to go down a certain street, 
where he would find a shoe factory, 
and ask Supt.

"All you have to do," he said 
"is to go in and hear 'em preach and 
pray and tell 'all about what Jesus has 
done for 'em. By and by they'll ask all 
that want to be prayed for to raise their 
hands, and then's the time you want to 
keep cool. You don't want to be in so 
much of a hurry as to give yourself away, 
but fall in with the last and most hesita.

just a little bit. They'll see you all right 
and usk you fe rward for prayers. Betore 
the show is over you must be gloriously 
converted, and nine times out of ten it's 
good for a night's lodging and a square 
meal in the morning."

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Two Young Men Violently Thrown From 


a Carriage Saturday. 


Two young men returning from the 


Williams-Dartmouth game Saturday after* 
noon had a very narrow escape from being 
seriously injured in a runaway. The horse 
was trotting along at a moderate pace 
when another team passed by rapidly, 
causing tbe horse to rear up and kick. To 
the consternation of the occupants of the 
carriage and probably to the surprise of 
the horse, he landed with one leg over 
one of the thills. The frightened animal 
dashed ahead immediately and controlling 
him was out of the question. For nearly 
fifty yards h« plunged, and Jn turning to 
the side of the road the carriage was up- 
set and the young men thrown out. 
Neither of them was injured in the least, 
one having been precipitated upon a piece 
of marshy ground and the other, after a 
number of revolutions, landing in a sitting 
posture about fifteen, feet away. The 
horse struggled to his feet and, freeing 
himself from the overturned carriage, 
continued his mad run for nearly a mile 
before he was caught. There were a 
number of carriages along the road and 
all of them were turned aside to give tho 
animal the right of way. The carriage 
with its broken thill was taken to a bouse 
near by. The horse was taken to George 
Owens' barn and Dr. McDonell was called. 
It was thought an artery in the left fore 
leg had been severed, so freely did the 
blood flow, but the doctor found the ani- 
mal had suffered no more than a number 
of bad cuts. It took some time for tho 
young men to realize that they had ac- 
tually escaped injury and the congratula- 
tions of their friends were well received. 


Suicide at Williamstown. 


Thomas Kane of Williamstown com- 


mitted suicide Saturday afternoon by 
jumping into the reservoir of the Boston 
'Finishing company while suffering, in all 
probability a fit of insanity. He was eighty- 
five years old and had been a, resident of 
Williamstown for many years. Two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Kelley and Mrs. Bridgeman, 
survive him. Mr. Kane was unmarried.

friend of the city movement. His politi- 
cal affiliations give the majority of voters 
an opportunity at the stait to attest their 
interest and loyalty for public good in 
town affairs as being above party. 


In a word, the voters of North Adams 


now have a candidate for mayor who is in 
executive ability and loyalty to the inter- 
ests of his town, the peer, if not superior, 
of any city mayor in New England. We 
might extend this notice into a well- 
deserved panegyric of so able, generous 
and public spirited a man as Mr. Houghton 
is.

THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES, 


There are to be three trustees of the 


public library elected at our first city 
election, one for a term of three years, 
one for two years and one for one year. 
These trustees will have charge of all im- 
portant affairs connected with our public 
library. 


Under our town government the man- 


agement of our library has been in the 
bands of six managers with a book com- 
mittee of Mi members and a librarian 
with 
assistants 
as 
required. 
Our 


library has been particularly fortunate 
in the character and qualifications of its 
officers, as is gratefully and universally 
recognized by the large number of readers 
who have enjoyed the benefits of the 
judgment and taste, exercised in the hos- 
pitalities and conveniences afforded and 
in the selection of books. 
The naera of 


the library and the public generally will 
regret that the retirement of any of these 
officers is necessary, and will be justified 
in expecting that so far as possible the re- 
daction of the number of managers may 
not in any way impair the excellence of 
•orvice established by the present man- 
agement. 


The public library within the past few 


years has become one of our important 
and most 
valuable 
free 
institutions. 


While its catalogue oi books may not be 
as large as that of the libraries of some 
other cities of similar size, in the quality 
of its selections it ranks among the best 
in the state. Its usefulness and popularity 
are ihown from the fact that the average 
circulation of books during the past year 
was over six thousand per month, an 
average which has been rapidly increased 
during the present year. 


The expenditures for the library are 


very small in proportion 1 o the advan- 
tages afforded, the entire appropriation 
asked by the managers for the current 
year being only forty-five hundred dollars, 
while it is probable that circulation of vol- 
umes during the year may be not far from 
• quarter of a million. In addition to 
this a creditable and much used reading 
room 
and reference department are 


maintained. 
It is a source of honest 


pride to know that by those best informed 
the results of the recent months of library 
work are felt to be the most gratifying of 
«ny in the history of the library. This 
feeling is based not only upon the in- 
creasing circulation but in the improve- 
ment in the character of the books called 
for; than which no better evidence of 
the highly beneficial influence of this 
worthy institution could be asked. 
It 


should need nothing further to impress 
upon our voters their duty in carefully 
considering who are fitting candidates for 
trusteeship of the public library, offices 
well filled at present. 


What a commentary on England's terri- 


torial policy and the title of "Empress of 
India" is suggested by an illustration used 
by Miss MucLaurin in her "impressive 
address yesterday morning in the Baptist 
church on foreign missions. This speaker, 
in illustrating 
the 
need 
of foreign 


mission work, graphically described a 
scene to bo witnessed every dry period in 
certain sections of India. She said that 
the third child^of every family was set 
apart at birth as a sacrifice if needed to 
the rain gods. In the time of serious 
drouth might be seen a hand of seventy 
innocent little ones of five years and 
under march out from the city with 
torches, singing and chanting their sup-, 
plications to the rain gods for the needed 
rain. If those supplications were not 
answered and the rain did not fall during 
the day the name little ones under orders 
from a barbarous priesthood marched out 
again from the city at night to a sacrifice 
tlint demanded their ashes. O! English 
sovereignty, is your title of Empress 
powerless or is the nation that honors it 
more interested in acquiring new territory 
than in governing in a. civilized manner 
what it lifts already acquired by force of 
arms? 


The prcFPnt commander-iti-chief of the 


British armies was once a Confederate 
soldier and served under General Lee in 
the army of Northern Virginia. General 
Wolselcy had been stationed in Canada, 
obtained leave of absence, ran the block- 
ade of the lower Potomac, joined the Con- 
federate army, after Antietam, and wrote 
an article for Blnckwoods, in which he 
said that the United States, under the dic- 
tatorship of un insignificant lawyer "was 
striving to crush out the freedom of the 
South." He also characterized the Union 
army as a "mutinous rabble" and a "mob 
of Irish and German mercenaries;" and 
said that the II. S. "military autocrats 
evinced a barbarity of conduct disgrace- 
ful to any nation claiming Kn<rlish de- 
scent." 


The grand majority of the citizens of

Yesterday's Pulpit Expressions 


and Other Matters of Re- 


ligious Interest. 


NOTABLE DAY AT BAPTIST CHURCH. 


Rev. A. B. Church Preoches on "Crimin- 


ality and Reform," Speaking of Prison 


Life and Some Necessary Changes, 


At tbe Bnptlat Church. 


At 10.30 a. m., yesterday Miss Ella D. 


McLauriu spoke for the American Mis- 
sionary union. A large congreation was 
present and the people were profoundly 
moved by the spiritual truth presented in 
a modest but powerful manner. Miss 
McLaurin represents the Young People's 
department of the Missionary uniou. She 
spoke to the young people at 6 o'clock 
also. The profound and complete conse- 
cration of the young lady has made a 
deep impression. 


At 7 o'clock the regular order of services 


prevailed, the sermon having been 
preached by Rev. William Searles, D.D. 
The sermon was from the text, "What 
lack I yet ? " It was an impressive state- 
ment of searching truth. Dr. Searles will 
be in North Adams for two weeks. The 
Baptist church is doing a great work, and 
is very wisely commencing active work 
uarly in the year. At the close of the 
sermon an opportunity was given for re- 
quests for prayer and many persons arose 
The usual after-meeting was held in the 
Sunday school room with 
interesting 


results. Dr. Searles shows himself to be 
at home in this kind of work. All the 
services and the Bible school were well 
attended. The prospects are good for a 
deep and lasting work. 


Bible readings will be given Tuesday, 


Wednesday, Thursday and Friday after- 
noons at 3 o'clock by Dr. Searles. Even- 
ing services will be held on the same 
dates at 7 o'clock. All persons are in- 
vited to be present. 


There will be a meeting In the Brayton- 


ville Union chapel this evening at 7.30, 
conducted by Rev. F. D. Penney, Dr. 
Searles also taking part in the service. 


Next Sunday afternoon, a similar evan- 


gelistic service will be held in the Clarks- 
burg school house at Mr. Gleason's cor- 
ner. 
Also on Monday evening, Novem- 


ber 25. 


On Friday evening there will be a special 


service for the boys. Every boy in North 
Adams will be welcomed. This meeting 
for the boys is designed to be of the ut- 
most advantage to them. No man could 
be more gratified tq talk to young boys 
than is Dr. Searles. His address to them 
will be largely a temperance address. We 
are glad to notify our readers of this rare 
opportunity and recommend that the 
parents send their boys. 


Al I ho CnivrrNiiliHl Ohnrcb. 


Rev. A. B. Church preached a sermon 


last night on prison reform. The custom 
of preaching a sermon annually on this 
topic is observed by most Protestant 
churches at the request of the Massachus- 
etts Prison Reform Association. 
Mr. 


Church took as his text the fifteenth verse 
cf the seventeenth chapter of John and 
explained that the words were a prayer 
offered by Jesus. Such a prayer was con- 
trary to the custom of the Jews, who 
thought it better to kill than to reform 
criminals. The practice of killing crim- 
inals, it was shown, extended into tbe 
new world even after the revolution. The 
statute books bristled with offenses calling 
for capital punishment. A great law giver 
said such offenses deserved death and he 
knew of no other for greater offenses. 


Mr. Church departed from considering 


customs of the past to consider present 
day conditions and talked about present 
toleration and legalizing of vice. Much 
he admitted was being done to ameliorate 
these conditions, but we are working at 
the wrong end. We are inconsistent. 
Then he gave a short history of penology, 
beginning with its founder, John Howardi 
in whose life he saw a striking similarity 
to that of St. Paul. The deplorable con- 
dition in which Howard found prisons was 
reviewed as were also hfs efforts to change 
it. The speaker after 
talking 
about 


prisons and countries in general, spoke of 
this state in particular 'and gave some 
statistics, 


In the state, he said, there are in round 


numbers two million and a half of people. 
In 1894 there were 100,000 arrests. Out of 
these 26,282 persons were sent to penal 
institutions. At the first of last October 
our prison population was 7610, of which 
6566 were men and 1044 women. So, out 
of every 325 persons over sixteen years of 
age in the state there was one in some in- 
stitution. Statistics show that 25 per cent, 
of (he state's population is between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty and that 38 
per cent, of the criminals are persona be- 
tween these ages. This shows that crim- 
inals are not old and hardened characters, 
but persons in the best years of life, the 
age of elasticity and flexibility. They are 
not in prison to stay, but to be returned 
into society. From this point Mr. Church 
considered methods of reform. We ought 
to pay more attention to legalized schools 
of vice; training of children for Christian 
and useful citizenship should begin at the 
proper age; in the public schools the 
heart should be educated as well as the 
head. In closing the objects of the reform 
as&oeiation were, discussed and what it 
asked of tne public was Eet forth. 
The 


1 ii'-sociation desires the co-operation of the 


citizens in securing the higest possible 


j moral and 
reformatory conditions of 


prison life through legislation and a 
brotherly way of treating discharged 
prisoners. 
Some 
of the 
suggested 


methods of prison reform were noted.

He was graduated from Harvard 
college in 1829, and immediately began 
studying for tho ministry at Andover 
Theological seminary, from which insti- 
tution he was graduated iu ISS'i. During 
his course ut college he acquired four 
different languages. 


In 1S34 ho was ordained a minister in 


the Baptist church, and became pastor of 
and profes>sor of languages at Watorvillu 
academy, now Colby university, at Water- 
vine, Me. He returned to Boston in 1842 
and edited The Christian Review, a lead- 
ing Li:ptist organ. Soon after this, how- 
ever, he save up tho editorial chair, and 
was for several years pastor of,the First 
Baptist church at Newton. Following 
this he was tho editorial secretary of the 
Missionary Union. 


From 1875 to 18SO he visited foreign 


lands in company with his wife. 
He 


was received everywhere with notable 
tokens of regard. He made a careful tour 
of nearly all the mission fields in the 
world. 


His published volumes have beon many 


and his articles for standard reviews with- 
out count. He became proficient in 15 
languages, from which he absorbed tho 
sentimental spirit of the best poets, as well 
as prose and literature. Ho became ac- 
quainted with Lowell Mason, and sup- 
plied the words of many songs and hymns 
for music of that well-known composer. 
As every child knows, the national an- 
them, which made him famous, is by far 
the most popular and best of his produc- 
tions. 


Dr. Smith lived for many years in New- 


ton Centre, where Mrs. Smith, now Si 
years of age, survives him.

Smith was the grand testimonial which 
was tendered him by the people of New 
England in Music hall, this city, April 3 
last. That was the last time Dr. Smith 
appeared on a public platform, excepting 
his appearance before the immense Satur- 
day noonday meeting of the Christian En- 
doavorers on Boston Common to read an 
original hymn which was sung to the 
tune of "America."

have been arrived at regarding Eastern 
affairs, since this morning's Post pub- 
lishes an article evidently inspired by the 
foreign office. This article is understood 
to indicate that the prime minister has 
decided that the-utmost effort must be 
made to maintain the integrity of the 
Turkish empire) and, therefore, efforts 
must, in tho first place, bo directed to re- 
storing order in the' disturbed districts. 
Continuing, the article says: 


For the moment all thought of coerc- 


ing the sultan wfts laid aside. He has al- 
ready given evidence of a desire to intro- 
duce reforms. It cannot be doubted that 
he will defer to the wishes of the powers 
as soon as circumstances permit him to 
do so. It is difficult'to apportion the 
blame justly between the Turks and the 
Christians, and it is Relieved on good au- 
thority that the disturbances ore partially 
duo to the cureless order of tho sultan, 
who commanded the provincial governors 
not to molest the Armenians while they 
were quiet, but if they revolt to extermi- 
nate them. This order has been inter- 
preted with much generosity by the Turks, 
while tho Armenians themselves are 
blamnble to some extent for fomenting 
disorders. 


The ambassadors of the foreign powers, 


In general, and Sir Philip Currie, in par- 
ticular, have acquired a position enabling 
them to give 'important support to the 
Turkish government at this critical time. 
At the present moment any naval demon- 
stration in the Turkish waters, or undue 
pressure on tho Turkish government, can 
only help precipitate a crisis from which 
Turkey's friends can hope to gain nothing, 
and her enemies everything. 


Tho article in The Post concludes by ex- 


pressing the hope that tho ambassadors 
will be able to place more confidence in 
his ministers, and that be can be induced 
to abandon his personal government, but 
adds that Sir Philip Carrie nnd his col- 
leagues must remember that they are not 
only apostles of humanity, but also guard- 
ians of peace. 


Currie Leaves For Turkey. 


Sir Philip Currie, British ambassador to 


Turkey, who has been iu England during 
the past month in consultation with Lord 
Salisbury In reference to the trouble be- 
tween the Turks and Armenians, started 
this morning for Constantinople, via 
Vienna.
